Canada 
should  have  a  special  representative  of 
her  own  at  Washington  attached  to 
the  British  embassy,  to  look  after 
strictly  Canadian  matters  In  their  rela- 
tion to  the  United  States,  was  the  dec- 
laration of  Hon.  J.  D.  Haxen,  Minister 
of  Marine  speaking  to  the  members  of 
the  Dominion  Marine  Association  at 
their  annual  dinner  this  evening.

VtojPsja  «f  having  a  Canadian  at  Wash- 
ington when  mattes  of  Importance  to 
both  countries  are  under  discussion. 
He  was  pleased  rhat  the  request  of  the 
Chicago  dralnags  authorities  to  taka 
additional  watt*  from  JLaka  Michigan, 
and  thus  lower  lta  level,  had  been  re- 
fused, but  ho  understood  that  the  Chi- 
cago people  were  still  taking  too  much 
water  from  the  lake.  He  promised  tho 
co-operation  of  Canada  in  preventing 
this  Injury  to  navigation  on  the  Great 
Lakes.

Hon.  Mr.  Ross, 
for  the  amendment  respec^Vely  Of  the 
Forests.  Lands  .and  Coal  and  Psttoleum 
Acts,  the  changes  in  these  n^flMjj^jsti 
being  >  of  radical  character,  chiefly  in 
that  the  adoption  of  the  free-preemption 
system  is  Involved  In  the  reconstructed 
Lands  Bill,  while  the  amendment  to  the 
Forests  Act  provides  for  a  doubling  of 
the  timber  royalty  impost.  Aside  from 
these  Governmental  bills,  the  business 
of  the  sitting  was  largely  of  routine 
character. 

In  the  course  of  committee  consider- 
ation of  the  bill  prescribing  regulations 
for  the  burning  of  human  bodies  and 
the  establishment  of  crematoria  in 
British  Columbia,  Mr.  Parker  Williams 
offered  the  suggestion  that  some  pro- 
visions might  be  made  for  the  compul- 
sory holding  of  a  coroner's  inquiry  In 
the  case  of  every  death  where  crema- 
tion was  selected  In  place  of  the  more 
customary  burial  of  the  dead.  The 
Socialist  leader  argued  that  deaths  by 
murder  might  become  Impossible  of 
proof  if  the  remains  of  the  victims  Were 
.  consumed  by  fire,  burial  leaving  It  im- 
possible   to    trace    a    cause    of   death    by 

ruination  of  remains,  but  this  possi- 
bility being  defeated  if  bodies  were  cre- 
mated. . 

Hon.  Dr.  Young  rejected  the  sug- 
gestion, holding  'that  it  would  be  but 
one  chance  in  a  million  that  the  oper- 
ations of  justice  wouid  be  defeated  as 
the  member  for  Newcastle  had  sug- 
ted,  while  on  the  other  hand,  the 
advantages  of  cremation  were  manifold.

TODAY'S  SUMMARY 


LONDON.  Feb.  8. — Replying  to  Prem- 
ier Asqulth's  remarks  of  last  week  on 
the  subject  of  Imperial  preference,  Mr. 
Bonar  Law  last  night  reiterated  the  fact 
that  the  Unionist  party  intended  to  give 
the  Dominions  preference  on  the  exist- 
ing duties  without  food  taxes;  In  other 
words,  what  the  dominions  had  already 
demanded  at  the  Imperial  conferences.. 
There  was  one  point  in  the  Premier's 
speech  which  he  wished  particularly  to 
refer  to, 

"He  quoted  part  of  tho  resolution 
passed  by  the  Grain  Growers'  Associ- 
ation, but  there  was  another  paragraph 
which  he  did  not  quote,  and  which  I 
shall   read:  1111^  ■ 

"'Therefore,  be.lt  resolved  that  this 
convention,  composed  of  delegates  rep- 
resenting 10,000  farmers  of  Manitoba, 
places  itself  on  record  as  firmly  op- 
posed to  any  expenditure  of  public 
money  in  the  construction  of  naval  arm- 
aments.' 

Hostile    Organization 

"Remember  that  this  resolution  which 
the  Premier  praised  and  of  which  he 
spoke  as  If  it  represented  the  people 
of  Canada,  Is  a  resolution  which  is  hos- 
tile to  the  present  Government,  and 
which  is  leveled  directly  against  the 
very  policy  of  contribution  to  our  naval 
defence  which  has  been  suggested,  and 
which  Will.  I  believe,  be  carried  out 
the     Borden     Government.  Remember 

also  that  that  policy  was  undertaken 
by  Premier  Borden  and  his  colleagues 
at  grout  political  risk  and  after  con- 
sultation nn<l  with  the  full  approval  of 
the    British    Government.

for  the  granting  hereafter  of  free  pre- 
emptions of  surveyed  crown  lands  from 
and  after  March  31  this  year,  pre- 
emptors  bencetbr ward  being  permitted 
to  take  up  land  upon  payment  of  $2.00 
for  the  pre-emption  record  and  $10  as 
crown  grant  fee.  The  land  and  the  cost 
of  survey  are  given  without  charge. 

The  policy  of  the  past  has  been  to 
soil  such  pre-empted  lands  at  *  price  of 
one  dollar  per  acre,  25  per  cent  of  such 
cost  being  payable  within  two  years 
from  the  Issuance,  of  record,  with  fur- 
ther annual  payments  of  25  cents  per 
acre  until  the  purchase  price  of  $1.00 
per  acre  be.  paid,  and  ft, per  cent  Interest 
being  collectable  upon   arrears. 

Maximum  Quantity  Named 
The  maximum  quantity  of  land  which 
it  has  heretofore  been  possible  thus  to 
take  up  by  the  pre-emption  process  has 
been  160  acres,  arid  this  maximum  will 
remain  the  general  standard  of  pre- 
emption size  under  the  new  and  pro- 
gressive leglslati0tt*Bjp|k|ifl#npted  by  the 
department,   po^  ng,    however,    re- 

tained to  the  Minister  to  refuse  any  ap- 
plication for  a  pre-emption  which  may 
in  his  opinion  be  adverse  to  the  public 
Interest.

LONDON.  Feb.  7. — The  s'uf 
have  begun  a  campaign  of  cutting  tele- 
phone and  telegraph  wires.

Hon.  Mr.  Pugsley  said  lie  had  seen  In 
the  newspapers  that  tho  proposed  steam- 
ship service  between  the  Maritime  ports 
and  the  West  indies,  which  is  an  In- 
tegral 7>art  of  the  West  Indies  trade 
agreement,  would  include  Boston  as  a 
port  of  call.

beneath  the  palcohy.  With  the  excep- 
tion of.  damage  from  water*  >  large 
quantity  of  which  was  pumped  into  the 
builc'.ing  .while  the  fight  against  the 
flames  was,  being  waged,  the  balance 
of  the  house  escaped  injury.  The  floor, 
however,  was  flooded,  and  smoke  did 
some  damage  to  the  interior  furnish- 
ings. 

The  blaze  was  occasioned  by  sparks 
in  a  chimney  In  the  north  wall  of  the 
theatre  setting  alight  the  end  of  the 
joist  which,  when  the  gallery  was  con- 
structed, was  run  straight  into  the  flue.

Inflamed  with  liquor  and  wielding  an 
axe  with  murderous  intent  Nicholas

In  addition  to  suggesting  that  the 
bill  should  provide  for  continuous 
watches  of  operators,  the  report  at- 
tempted to  define  the  terms  ocean 
coastal  ports  and  minor  coastal  poriM. 
The  report  dealing  with  the  nece^k**. 
of  re-Invigorating  the  regulations  re- 
garding the  passing  of  vessels  as  sound 
for  service  was  in  the  following  terms: 
Your  committee  on  Harbors  and  Navi- 
gation beg  to  remind  you  of  the  gen- 
eral feeling  at  the  tlnie  of  the  Sechelt 
and  Iroquois  disasters  that  the  require- 
ment* under  the  act  governing  tn*  in- 
spection of  vessels  were  Insufficient.  In 
the  meantime  this  board  has  communi- 
cated with  the  Department  of  Marine  & 
Fisheries.  April  16  last,  and  was  in- 
formed that  "every  vessel  which  Is 
registered  as  a  British  ship  must  be, 
measured  by  a  duly  appointed  measur- 
ing surveyor  of  ships,"  that  the  stow- 
age of  cargo  and  the  amount  of 
vessel  shall  carry  on  deck  is 
the  duty  of  the  master  to  see 
that  It  Is  not  advisable  to  relie 
of   that   responsibility. 

Your  committee,  while  attaching  Im- 
portance to  this  view,  would  call  at- 
tention to  the  variable  condition  of  the 
water  on  this  coast;  protected  waters, 
coasting  waters  and  ocean  waters  be- 
ing contiguous  on  a  short  voyage  and 
that  with  the  rapidly  increasing  ton- 
nage operating  there  is  Increasing  lia- 
bility of  masters  taking  risks  similar 
to  the  above,  wMeh  resulted  in  the  loss 
of  valuable  life.  Therefore,  your  com- 
mittee would  most  strongly  urge  that 
In  addition  to  the  inspection  of  hulls, 
boilers  and  machinery,  every  vessel 
should  be  examined  and  reported  upon 
for  stability,  and  that  additional  and 
fully  (nullified  inspectors  should  he  :tp- 
polnted   for  this  purpose. 

lour  rommlttop  further  recommend 
that  there  should  be  regulations  re- 
specting the  stowage  of  deck  loads  wiih 
the  object  of  minimizing  the  risk  0f 
loss   of   life.

Coast  or  in  Toronto  win  r>  .similar  re- 
sults have  been  arrived  at  by  Inquirers. 

The  winning  of  the  commission  reads  as 
follows  and  It  should  be  read  thought* 
fully  not  only  by  girls  but  by  their 
mothers.  It  Is  from  among  women  that 
a    movement    for    living    wages    should 

many  of  our  cities  the  num- 
ber of  women  wage-workers  is  greatly 
in  excess;  of  the  demand.  This  .is  the 
case  in  Philadelphia.  The  cost  if  liv- 
ing is  Increasing x.ieh  makes  It 
cult  for  msny  wage-workers  to  mail 
themselves  In  moderate' comfort  A  con- 
servative estimate  of  the  weekly  cost 
of  living  for  a  self-supporting  woman 
Is  td  follows:

This  means  that  an  income  of 
at  least  $7.50  Is  absolutely  necessary 
to  enable  a  eelf-eupportlng  woman  to 
maintain  a  bare  existence  In  a  respect- 


dangejr  line.  But  on  this  wecklyiincome 
no  working  woman  can  save  anything 
and  thereby  make  provision  tor  sickness 
or  seasons  of  unemployment 

"We,  therefore  feel  constrained  to 
caution  young  women  who  are  thinking 
of  coming  to  Philadelphia  to  seek  em- 
ployment. We  earnestly  counsel  every 
woman  who  expects  to  support  herself 
to  remain  away  from  the  city  unless 
she  has  a  good  position  with  an  assured 
Income  of  at  least-  $8  the  -week.  This 
does  not  apply  to  women  who  Intend 
to  become  domestics  in  homes.  But 
In  all  such  cases  all  young  women 
should  know  beforehand  the  character 
of  the  home  they  expect  to  enter.  Be- 
fore coming  to  Philadelphia  we  urge  all 
young  women  to  seek  the  advice  of  the 
secretary  of  the  Young  Women's  Christ- 
Ian  Association,  and  the  secretary  of 
the  Consumers'  League. 

"So  many  dangers  beset  the  self-sup- 
porting woman  Who  has  an  Inadequate 
wage  or  is  out  of  employment  for  any 
length  of  time  that  we  feel  Justified  in 
issuing  this  caution  and   warning." 

It  would  be  well  If  girls  could  be 
convinced  that  no  work  which  ought 
to  be  done.  Is  disgraceful,  but  that  it 
Is  demeaning  to  try  to  live  on  wages 
so  low  that  they  will  not  support  them 
in   comfort 

There  is,  in  every  city  in  Western 
Canada  a  demand,  which  is  never  satis- 
fied for  girls  to  do  domestic  work. 
There  are  few  homes  in  which  a  maid 
does  not  receive  comfortable  and  safe 
lodging,  good  food  and  wages  which  will 
at  least  dress  her  nicely,.  For  this  sne 
must  work  hard,  but  her  work  should 
not  be  exhausting.  While  this  is  the 
case  no  girl  who  has  learned  to  do 
housework  ought  to  accept  wages  at 
other  occupations  that  are  badly  paid. 
At  the  same  time,  there  are  many  open- 
ings where  a  young  woman  who  has 
been  well  trained  can  earn  much  more 
than  will  support  her.  It  Is  well  worth 
while  for  a  girl  herself  and  for  her 
parents  to  work  hard  and  exercise  much 
self-denial  that  she  may  fit  nerself  for 
such  «   position.

It  Is  not  worth  while  risk- 
ing a  rebuke  from  an  Impatient  em- 
ployer or  trying  the  patience  of  a  for- 
bearing one  for  the  s«ko  of  carrying  on 
A  conversation  that  had  much  better 
bo  deferred  to  a  meeting  between 
friends.  The  habit  of  talking  to  chance 
acquaintances  over  the  telephone  Is  one 
that    nice    girls   should    not    form.

That  year  ;!02  lots  were  culti- 
vated, The  resUlta  were  so  satisfac- 
tory and  the  gardeners  so  well  pleaai  I 
that  last  year  1,002  gardens  were  plant- 
ed. Mr.  Bougher  tinder  whose  direction 
this  work  was  done,  recently  delivered 
■  lecture  In  Toronto,  but  so  far  as  can 
be  Seep  by  the  report  In  the  Canadian 
Courier,  be  did  not  say  how  many  own- 
ers   were    prevailed    upon    to    guarantee 

that  the  gardeners  should  not  be  turned 
out     before    the    close    of    the    season. 

II.  did  say  something,  however,  that 
should  serve  as  a  hint  for  the  growing 
number  of  enthusiasts  for  the  Improve- 
ment   of   Victoria,      lie   said:

Feb.  t— Nineteen 
persons,  twelve  passengers  and  seven 
members  of  the  crew,  were  drowned:  yes* 
terday  when  the  power  schooner  Gran- 
ada Was  wrecked  off  .Grey town,  Nlc.-, 
according  to  advices  received  Mrs, 
There  are  only  two  survivors. 
„  Details  of  the  wreak  are . not  avail- 
able. The  Bluefields  wireless  station 
closed  a  few  minutes  after  the  news  of 
the  disaster  was  received  here. 

The  Granada  was.  ^  combination 
schooner  and  gasoline  boat  of  36  tons 
net ;  register,  and  was  built  In  New  Or- 
leans   in    1912. 

The  vessel  was  owned  by  Alberto  Ber- 
nardo, of  Bluefields,  and  for  several 
months  had  been  engaged  In  carrying 
passengers  and  freight  between  Blue- 
t  fields  and  points  on  the  San  Juan  River 
in    Nicaragua.

thur Vicars  to  prevent  hi  in  rrom  bring- 
ing a  petition  before  the  King  for  an 
enquiry,  the  application  now  was  for 
warrants  to  arrest  Mr.  Asquith  arid 
other  members  of  the  Government 
There  was  even  something  worse  than 
that    in    th,  They    had    not    only 

abetted  tho  Lord  Lieutenant,  but  they 
ha<l  induced  the  King  to  abet  this  fel- 
ony by  granting  a  beautiful  present  io 
the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  an  honor  to 
Sir  John   Ross. 

Mr.  Swlfte  asked  who  laid  the  in- 
formation, and  Mr.  Wallace  replied  that 
he  laid  it.

A      Church      dignitary      residing      in 
Dean's-yard  states   that   one   of   the   re- 
sults of  the  movable  Easter  was  an  in- 
terference  with    certain     fixed      Saints' 
days  which  followed,  and  a  great   many 
eminent    churchmen    had     already    sug- 
gested  the  benefits  whteh   would  accrue 
If    Easter    were    a    fixed    festival,      "To 
understand    such    a    vast    subject    thor- 
oughly,"  he  said,   "we  must  go  back   to 
the  origin  of  it  and   wade   through   cen- 
turies of  controversy  and   dispute.     The 
festival    was   Instituted    in    honor  of   the 
resurrection  of  our  Saviour,  which  took 
Place  on   the   third  day  after  his  cruci- 
fixion   as     a   malefactor.      Friday      had 
been    fixed    upon    as    the    day    of    com- 
memorating His  death,  and  because  that 
took    place    on    the    day    of    full    moon 
those   in   authority    fixed   upon   the   first 
full    moon    arter   March    21   as    the  reg- 
ulator   of    the    festival.      The    point    in 
view    was    to    prevent    Easter   from   be- 
ing  celebrated   on   a  day   of  full   moon, 
but  as  near  to  it  as.  might  be  peVmittefl. 
as  a  consequence  there  was  a  great  dif- 
ference   in    the    times  of   observing    the 
day. 

;      "There  is   really   no  need   for  all    the 
clashing  of  interests  that  results  owing 
to  the  moving  of  such  a  festival      From 
the   point    of   view   ot  reverence,    whii 
those    who    support    the    present    condi- 
tions   lay    stress    on.    there    can    to    my 
mind    be    no    argument.      It    is    not    Ir- 
reverent to  celebrate  Easter  on  a    fixed 
day,    surely,    when   we   celebrate   Christ- 
inas  on  a   fixed   day.     Perhaps   the    tfUe 
explanation   is    that    Easter   is  dated   by 
the   moon,    the    full   moon    being  an    im- 
portant   item    in    its    celebration,    while 
Christmas  la   dated  by   the  sun.      If  r,,,e 
were  a  Plato  one  could  proceed  to  argue 
whether   the   moon   were     more     sacred 
than     the    sun!       Seriously,    however,     r 
do   not    think    there    would    be   much    op- 
position   from    the    church    if   a    big    at- 
tempt   were    made    to    get    Easter    fixed 
on    the    calendar    with    a      proper      date 
which    would    require    no    mental    effort 
to  remember."
